EDITOR TRIBUNE: 
My attention 


has just been called to what has been 
printed in nn Oakland paper as a part 
of a sermon delivered last Sunday ev- 
ening by the Rev. E. E. Baker in' th>2 
First Presbyterian Church of this city. 


It makes not the slightest difference 


to us what goes on in the First Pres- 
byterian Church, 
or 
in 
any other 


church, for that matter, but when tho 
sermons are given out to the public 
press they become public 
property 


and are, therefore, subject to publio 
criticism. 


Mr. Baker Informs us that the recent 


death of the Pope and some othe:- 
things have drawn his attention for 11 
brief space to things Catholic and tho 
Catholic Church. 
He compares th>: 


Catholic to the Protestant sy.rtem anfi. 
of course, he favors the latter, for "it 
stands for free Investigation of 
all 


things, even religion and religious ex- 
perience." 


Now Mr. Baker has, no doubt, been 


investigating the tenets of the Catholic 
belief, and last Sunday he set out to 
tell the people of the First Presby- 
terian Church the result o£ his 
re- 


searches. Among other things he told 
his people, if he is reported correctly, 
that the Catholic Church claims thc> 
power of forgiving sins. He informer! 
them also that "permission to commit 
sin may be purchased in advance for 
money or, strange to say. a stipulated 
number of 
"Ave 
Marias 
or Pater 


Nosters." 
He further told them thai 


"freedom 
of thought is discouraged 


and popular education 
is grudgingly 


supported," and many other strange 
and wonderful things did tho Rev. E. 
E. Baker tell the people of the First 
Presbyterian Church in the city of 
Oakland. 


Now it is difficult to take the Rev 


Mr. Baker seriously In thlsi matter. 
but, on the other hand, we cannot sup- 
pose that he would amuse himself by 
playing on the credulity of the peoph- 
of the First Presbyterian Church. We 
must, therefore, suppose that he war: 
in earnest when he told those wonder- 
ful things to his congregation on lasi 
Sunday.

"investigating" the 


Catholic teaching and his sermon was 
the result. Now where did Mr. Baker • 
find In the teaching of the Catholic j 
Church that one may "purchase for | 
money In advance the permission to \ 
commit sin?" 


If this be the teaching of th« Church 


it la surely set forth In some of the 
authorized text books from which the 
Church's doctrine may be learned.

Mr. Baker read the strange doctrine 
which he told the people of 'he First 
Presbyterian Church was taught by the 
Catholics? 


He Is a Christian minister and he 


would not wilfully slander his neigh- i 
bor even though the neighbor happened : 


to be a Catholic. He certainly "in- j 
vestigated" and he was sure that the I 
doctrines he attributed 
to 
Catholics j 


.was really taught by their Church. 


Now, we are not passing rich here. 


jcertainJy we have no money to burn, 


I but I will give to the Rev. Mr. Baker 


I or to any charity he may name in Oak- 


! land $500 if he will show me in anj- 
| text book approved by the church, the 
| doctrine laid down that for money paid 
in advance permission to commit sin 
may be purchased. 


The, Rev. Mr. Baker was either cer- 


tain or he was- not, that such was the 
teaching of the Catholic Church when 
he preached his sermon to the people 
of the First Presbyterian Church last 
Sunday. If he was certain, that cer- 
tainty could only come from a person- 
al study of the tenets of the Catholic 
Church. 


Now where did Mr. Baker find those 


tenets in the'authorized books of the 
Catholic Church? 


Five hundred dollars will be given 


to any charity when those proofs of 
the Church's teaching are submitted to 
us. 


If on the contrary he was not certain 


that he was speaking truly about the 
Church, what excuse has he to offer 
for the wrong which is thus done to 
| the 
people whom h-e Is supposed to 


; teach In the First Presbyterian Church 
and to his Catholic fellow citizens? 


It Is surely one of the saddest things, 


and one that supplies much food for 
thought to see her-e In, the full blaze 
of the twentieth century and in the 
cultured -city of Oakland and in the 
presence of a large and intelligent con- 
gregation, a preacher stand up and re- 
peat the stale calumnies that would 
bring disgrace upon a 
broken-down 


preacher In dome back woods district 
of Malrre or Vermont. 


There Is no excuse for such conduct 


and we are very much mistaken if the 
intelligent pec-pie of the First Presby- 
terian Church will long tolerate such 
bold Insults to their own good sense 
and knowledge of history; 
They live 


from day to day among ttielr Catholic 
friends. 
They are witnesses of their 


moral conduct and they can form their 
own opinion about the ease with which 
they can purchase the permission to 
commit sin by money paid In advance. 


There are many other points i'n the 


sermon alluded to which should receive 
; 


attention ar.d we may return to them j 
later on but in the meantime we will ; 
wait to see what the Rev. Mr. Baker ! 
will do about it.

Chinese legation In the United States, 
whose death a -week ago -by gas asphyx- 
iation caused deep mourning among thft 
Chinese In this country. 


During this morning the remains lay 


in state at the Chinese consulate on 
Stockton street. 


In o.n atmosphere heavy with pun- 


gent odors, white robed priests moved 
about the death chamber murmuring 
incantations to the patron gods of the 
Tom family. 


On either side of the bier offerings 


of sweetmeats and toothsome tidbit* 
of confectionery were placed, gifts to 
propitiate the unseen arbiters of Chin- 
ese welfare. 


Owing to an order from the Chinese 


Six Companies, business was suspend- 
ed today throughout Chinatown and 
thousands of Chinese assembled around 
the consulate. 


The services were held under the 


auspices of the great Tom family of 
China, to which the deceased had be- 
longed, and which organization num- 
bers over twelve hundred members 
among 
the 
residents of the Chinese 


quarter in this city. 


Assisting the local members 'of the 


family In the obsequies were the offi- 
cials of all the Chinese Six Companies 
of America, 


The funeral rites at the cemetery 


were impressive. 


Tom Kim Tung was a high official 


in court circles at Peking. 


Following his recent arrest on 
a

charge, he committed 


suicide.

The fund's were handled by a Fi- 


nance Committee of three. Briggs and 
"Bundschu 
were 
members.

the Finance Committee had the 
ac- 


counts experted. It is stated that no 
irregularities were discovered, but the 
Incident stirred up something 
of 
a 


breeze in the 
Executive 
Committee 


which has general direction of 
th« 


committee's operations, especially 
as 


the purposes for which some of 
the 


largest expenditures had 
been 
made 


were 
sharply 
criticized. 
The fixed 


monthly expense of maintaiing 
the 


headquarters 
on 
New 
Montgomery 


street is stated to be about $1300. Th,e 
rent takes up $150 of this and postage 
and current expenses J450 more. 
The 


remainder of the $1300 is reported to 
be 
expended 
for 
salaries, 
which 


amounts to about $700 per month in 
round figures. 


The item of expenditure chiefly crit- 


icized was $500 for printing in book 
form the speeches delivered by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 
Some thought' this 


looked like doing politics, while others 
failed to see how It advertised the re- 
sources of California. .It was thought 
the books could be sold for 25 cents a 
copy, but they have not commanded 
ready sale. 
Other publications 
for 


sale have been printed, but have fail- 
ed to be readily 
marketable. ' About 


$7000 was expended in advertising 
In 


Eastern magazines. 


Mr. Bundschu, as chairman of the 


Finance Committee, had a difference 
with Rufus P. Jennings, the executive 
officer, and Mr. Jennings had a dis- 
agreement with Mr. Hess, the se.cre- 
tary. 


But the sorest spot is the publication 


of the President's speeches, which has 
made a big hole in the funds and has 
not answered expectations. 
Some of 


the members privately say the com- 
mittee has been exploited to serve per- 
sona! interests rather than to promote 
the objects for which It was organ- 
ized. 
The vacancies caused by 
the 


resignations have not been filled.
